As with «<Ve weapon?, blunt weapons require so«M ana to «i cal 
knowledge for effective use. Their min advantage ia their iniTersal 
sTsilability . a 4 « m m *y be picked vp alios t anywhere in the world. 
Baseball and cri hi t bat* are very widely distributed . Seen a rock 
or a heavy stick will dp, and nothing rue — ti ling a weapon need be 
procured, oarried or at*>oequeatly diapoaed of. 

Blow* should be directed to the tmfle, the area just below 
and behind the ear, and the lower, rear portion of the skull. Of 


coarse, if the blow 1* very heavy, any portion of the upper skull will 
dc.
